Helshazzar waa but a youth of 1< 
or It years, rash, wild anil giddy with 
bis m i <• ni iinied power. Secure in hi» 
defenses, he msde a great feast to a 
thonsnnd of the nobles. Hr thought 
how hr could rnrich thr splendor ol 
his feast by the sacred goblets snd 
dishes of gold that Nebuchadnezzar had 
tuken from thr temple at Jerusalem 
The wirkedneaa of thia art consisted 
(1) In profaning these aat red utensils 
to base ttaea. (7) Increasing the Instill 
by tloing it at a feaat to an idol, thus 
implying that Ihr Idol was superior tt 
the living QaaV (3) In doing it st an 
Immoral ami drunken revel, thus Insult 
ing Ihr moral law of Ood.

In Grecian history we read that 
Xerxes left as his moat striking epi- 
taph "that he was able to drink more 
wine than any man in bis dominions." 
Alexander the Great organised a drtnk 
ing conteat. offered a prize to the man 
who could driuk the moat. I'mmarhii. 
took the prize, after drinking 14 quarts 
of wine, the othera coming near to him; 
bnt a cold wind springing up. the win- 
ner an<J 40 of hia companion, died lie 
fore morning: and Alexander himaelf. 
whom our voting fanriea rxalted aa u 
aort of demigod, died at .12. after a 
drinking bout that lasted two days and 
two nighta. 

Home passed through a session of un- 
boundrd intemperance liefore its down- 
fall. We read of one man who waa 
knighted iintlrr thr naror 'I ricongiua 
riirre-galliiii inau because he had 
been able to drink III quarte of wiue 
at a alngle draught. The iiilrnt|>eranrr 
of our Saxon unceatora, on mead antl 
inrth. flu,, is sufficiently indtrslatl in 
such books ss Kingsley s "llerewanl ; " 
and In England drinking habits, from 
king and court down, were universal. 

Only Ihe fact that intoxicating drinks 

pie from ruinous debauchery; but in 
the century that brought Ihe Pilgrims 
to our shore the common people learned 
that alcohol could be made cheaply 
from grain; snd in Switzerland, France 
and Holland immense aiuounta of gin 
were poured out from mammoth dia- 
tllleriea. and the nation, which had 
moderated ita drinking under Crom- 
well, went bark to more than Ita for- 
mer exreaaee under the Dutch William; 
and in hia reign the production of gin 
was stimulated aa an encouragement 
to agriculture. 

The effects were so disastrous aa to 
give pause to all thoughtful |>eople. 
The price of this intoxirant was ridicu-

The sperisl object of Dr. Rriinun a 
Invest igst ions hss been drunkenness 
.msni women. In Normandy many 
things havr conic to such a pasa that 
Ihr women drink even more than the 
men. although Ihe latter are the most 
inveterate toper* in France. Thia state 
of thing*, in thr opinion of Dr. Hrvt- 
non. Is dtie in a largr mrasurr to the 
exceptional facilities the women have 
foe obtaining drink. They have no net tl 
to go to the cafea or viarehaitda de vln 
—the temptation awaila them at evrrv 
turn and corner, for aa there are no li- 
cenaing lawa in France, the gr<« ers. 
grern grocers, coal merchant, anil 
other shopkeepers have adopted the 
practice of selling intoxicsling drink. 
The servsnts and othrr womrn who 
urchsse. in their establish-
